is a political idea. Both the Farmers Alliance 
and Knights are one politicaNy. There are polit- 
ical evils which are hampering the productive- 
ness of labor. An are to one class of trade 
affects, either directly or indirectly, all other 
classes. By an amalgamation or federation 
the knights and the Farmers’ Alhance will 
have about three million votes, an army so 
vast that politicians will not dare spurn it. 
For over one year we have been receiving let- 
ters from prominent men in the Farmers’ Al- 
liance, asking us to consider the prac- 
ticability of an amalgamation. Of- 
ficers of the Knights of Labor will 
readily throw up their offices, and be sub- 
sidiary workers in amalgamation. Sensible 
men cannot disparage the magnitude and im- 
portance of such a step. It might mean that the 
two organizations when combined will wield 
such political power as to control the presiden- 
tial chair. There are in round numbers 500,- 
men in the ranks of the Knights 


of Labor, while the Farmers’ Alliance, - 


which is merely in its infancy, has over 
3,000,000 members. I think that if an amal- 
gamation is brought about, the American 
Federation, with its half million followers, 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, with 
its many thousands, and other great labor 

ies, will want to be merged. It will prob- 
ably mean the birth of a new political party, 
which will have sufficient strength to control 
the tariff and other legislation. 


A LUNATIC ASYLUM BURNED, 


And Eight of the Patients Perish in the 
Flames. 

Biackroot, Idaho, November 25.—The 
territorial asylum was destroyed by fire this 
morning. he fire was caused by a defective 
fiue in the basement. Fifty seven out of the 
sixty-five inmates were rescued, while two 
women and two men are known to have 
perished and four are yet missing and are 
supposed to have been burned. The building 
was partially and its contents wholly des- 
troyed. The loss is estimated at $300,000. 

MILL AND ELEVATOR DESTROYED. 

St. Louis, November 25.—A special to the 
Post Dispatch from Edwardsville, Iils., says: 
A disastrous conflagration occurred here 7 
this morning, entailing a loss of about $30,000. 
The fire started in the warehouse of Kehlor 
Bros.’ mill and almost simultaneously flames 
were seen issuing from the elevator. When 
discovered the fire had gained considerable 
headway and the mill was also on fire before 
the department reached the scene. Mayor 
Glass telegraphed to St. Louis for aid and 
Chief Lindsay sent an engine but the mill prop- 
erty was doomed and when the elevator fell 
it communicated the flames tothe residence 
and saloon of Joseph Blickett, then to the 
blacksmithing shop of Phillip Wenner, then 


to Henry Brinkman’s two-story store and (eue-- 


ment Dullding,; all of which were badly dam 
aged or totally gutted and for a time it looked 
as though the business portion of town was 
doomed. After almost superhuman efforts the 
firemen succeeded in checking the flames, and 
losses will be confined to the property mention- 
ed, amounting in all to about $300,000, about 
$250,000 of which is upon the mill, elevator, 
warehouses and contents which is about half 
covered by insurance. There is no satisfactory 
theory for the cause of the fire. 
Iron Works Burn. 

New York, November 25.—Fire broke out 
tonight in the foundry of the Hecla Iron 
nore. a one-story brick building at North 
Tenth and Berry streets, Williamsburg. The 
main building is 200 feet square. The flames 
extended to and included five one-story build- 
ings on Ferry street and two five-story build 
ings on North Tenth and North Eieventh 
streets. Damage te*the buildings and ma- 
chinery is estimated at $250,000, covered by 
insurance in different cotnpanies. 


THE RESERVOIR GIVES WAY. 


Over Six Million Gallons of Water Break 
Loose. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., November 25.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The foundation of the City Water 
company’s reservoir, at Ridgedale, in the side 
of Missionary Ridge, gave way today, and 
6,000,000 gallons of water poured in a crevasse 
in the mountain, running into a subterranean 
channel, and finally breaking out through and 
destroying the only spring from which the 
people of Ridgedale can get their water sup-

The reservoir was built by the company as a 
reserve in case of accident at the ene cage, | 
house, and from which the night supply of 
this city is obtained, during a temporary shut- 
down. It was also used in supplying the 
thriving suburbs of Ridgedale, Eastlake and 
East End.

BRAZIL IS ADMITTED 


INTO THE DELIBERATIONS OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 


THE DEBATE UPON THE CREDENTIALS 


Results in Favor of the Seating of the Dele- 
®gates—The News Gathered From 
Europe and Africa

WasHineton, November 25.—T wenty-vight 


delegates were present this afternoonj]when the 


International Ameriean conference was called 
to order. Dr. Zegarra, of Peru, presided. 
Temporary Secretary Dr. Guzman read the 
report of the committee on credentials, passing 
favorably upon the credentials of the Brazil- 
ian delegates and of Cornelius Bliss. 

Delegate Nin (Uruguay) wished to know 
whether the Brazilian credentials emanated 
from the imperial or republican government. 
Senor Hurtado (Colombia) moved the previous 
question upon the adoption of the report, de- 
siring, as he said, to cut off any inquiry or in- 
vestigation respecting what is now going on in 
Brazil, as it was, in his view, a subject not 
proper to be touched upon. 

Dr. Nin said he did not feel authorized to 
vote until his inquiry had been answered. 
The question was held to be in order, and 
Senor Romero, of Mexico, chairman of the 
committee, in response said that the creden- 
tials had already been read to the conference, 
those signed by the emperor and cablegrams 
confirming the powers sent by the present 
government. The committee had found them 
in good form and sufficient. Dr. Nin agreed 
that the powers were sufficient, but he wanted 
to know whether the delegates represented 
the empire or the republic. 

Dr. Valente, Brazilian minister—‘‘We are 
here representing the government of Brazil.’’ 

Delegate Alphonso (Chili) required no 
further proofs and proposed the atceptance of 
the report. Without objection, and with some 
applause, the report was adopted and thé 
Brazilian delegates seated. 

Dr. Nin moved to proceed to the election of 
two secretaries. This motion prevailed, and 
the names F. G. Pierraand H. Ransom White- 
house were submitted by the foreign and 
United States delegates, respectively. 

Mr. Whitehouse is a citizen of New York 
and is at present secretary of the legation at 
Mexico. Mr. Pierra is a representative of the 
Spanish-American Commercial union, and is 
also from New York. Both the nominations 
were accepted, and Mr. Piera took his place. 
Mr. Whitehouse is absent from the city, but 
will be here in a few days. The conference 
next resumed consideration of the rules, and 
this consumed the time up to adjournment. 


CHEERING HUMBERT. 


The King’s Speech on Opening the Italiau 
Parliament. 

Roms, November 25.—The Italian parlia- 
meut was opened today by King Humbert in 
person. In his speech from the throne, the 
king alluded to the smallness of the deficit in 
the budget, and said that the government’s 
wise and equitable policy ensured tranquility 
to Italy and guaranteed peace which, thanks 
to the concert of the great powers, 
appears to be assured to Europe, This 
utterance was greeted with géeat applatice. 
Continuing, the king said questions which 
might disturb the peace had not yet all been 
settled, and it was neccessary, therefore, 
Withuus undue demands upon the budget 
to continue to provide military and 
naval protection to Italian ynity and indepen- 
dence. He expressed the hope that the armas 
ments which all powers were preparing, would 
not be used. Italy, he said, would lay down 
arms in Africa, when an international agree- 
ment should have been reached guaranteeing 
to her the very considerable possessions she 
now had in that continent, and recognizing 
the wide sphere of her infinence. He hoped 
that he would be enabled to promote humanity 
in the region which had been outraged by 
much barbarity. In conclusion, King Hum- 
bert said: “I shall always goa the work of 
civilization, from which all our advantages 
arise.’’ The king was enthusiartically cheered 
on his way to and from the palace of parlia- 
ment. 


STANLEY’S MOVEMENTS. 


He Will Reach Home in January—What the 
Times Says. 


Lonpon, November 26.—Stanley, in a letter 
to the Geographical society, gives more inter- 
esting details concerning the country traversed 
by him. The Times says it is assured by 
high authority that Stanley is not 
likely to reach home until the end 
of January, and that he will probably 
stay some time at Mombassi to give the benefit 
of his experience to Mackenzie, who is organiz- 
ing a government in British East Africa. ‘It 
is hoped,’’ says the Times, ‘that Stanley,after 
rest,may be induced to undertake the adminis- 
tration of the East African government. We 
believe he might be quite willing to become a 
British subject.”’ 


Thanksgiving in Berlin. 


Beriin, November 25.—Already 400 tickets 
have been sold forthe dinner which will be 
given by the Americans in Berlin under the 

residency of Minister Phelps on Thanksgiv- 

ng day. The turther sale of tickets has been 
stopped, as Kaiserhoff hall, in which the ban- 
quet will be given, will not hold more than 
400 guests. The only German guests who will 
be present at the dinner are Prince Bismarck, 
Prince Radziwell, Professor Monsen and Pro- 
fessor Curtius. Bismarck will make a speech. 


Necessity for Colonial Expansion, 

Paris, Novémber 25.—The under secretary 
for the colonies, speaking at a banquet tonight, 
said that all European nations recognized the 
necessity of colonlal expansion in the face of 
the possible American Zolverin. Tonquin, he 
said, was a fortunate acquisition, and France 
must retain it, because through Tonquin lay 
the route to China. Its acquisition would be 
an eternal honor for M. Ferry, and Europe 
would soon envy France its possessions.

Drs, November 25.—Ittis officially stated 
that Right Hon. Peter O’Brien, now attorney 
general for Ireland, succeeds Sir Michael Mor- 
ris as lord chief justice of Ireland. Mr. Mad- 
den, now solicitor general, becomes attorney 
general, and Mr. Atkinson becomes solicitor 
general and crown prosecutor.

The people are intensely ex- 
cited, and another accident such as the killing 
of the horse on Friday will lead to open assault 
upom the heavily charged electric wires. 
N one hundred workmen were employed 
Sa ay climbing over roofsand to the tops 
acetal for.wires liable to fall into the 
streets. Great crowds congregated on the 
streets and cheered the linemen as wire after 
wire was chopped down and destroyed.

The East Tennessee Likely to Buy the Rome 
and Decatur. 


Romer, Ga., November 25.—[Special.]—Ma- 
jor C.H. Hudson, general manager of the 
East Tennessee road, went over the Rome and 
Decatur road today in his special car on a tour 
of inspection. It seems certain that 
the East Tennessee road will be a bidder for, 
and very likely the purchaser of the Rome and 
Decatur, and it is said that the latter will be 
brought to a junction with the Alabama and 
the Georgia divisions of the East Tennes- 
see road in East Rome, and that Mr. 
John M.§ Bridges, of the Alabama division, 
wili have charge of the Decatur branch. It 
is generally believed here that the East Ten- 
see road is Ilkely to become the purchaser of 
the Rome and Decatur.*] 


Squelching the Army. 


BLoominoTon, [ll., November 25.—The ap- 
pellate court at Springfield has rendered a 
decision in favor of the city of Bloomington 
in its case against Mrs. Washburne, of the 
Salvation Army. The decision establishes the 
right of cities and towns to protect themselves 
against the alleged objectionable practices of 
salvationists. The army made a practice of 
parading the business streets nightly, blowing 
horns and pounding on an immense bass drum. 
Mayor Macon ordered that the drum-beating 
cease, and when Mrs. Washburne appeared on 
the streets and violated the mandate she was 
arrested and fined.

HOW IT WAS DONE. 


PAKTICULARS OF THE LATEST 
TRAIN ROBBERY. 


THE MOST DARING ONE ON RECORD 


Two Men Take Charge of a Train, Cover the 
Engineer and Express Messenger With 
Pistols and Carry Off their Booty. 


OsweEco, Kansas, November 25.—A train 
robbery of extraordinary boldness was accom- 
plished in the Choctaw nation, Indian terri- 
tory, last night. The Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas express train, north bound for St. Louis, 
was held up on Pryor creek, near Perry sta- 
tion, and the express car robbed of about $50,- 
000. The robbers displayed great coolness and 
went about their work in such a familiar man- 
ner as to convince the train men that they 
were old-time professionals. The road agents 
were only two in number. They had concealed 
themselves in aclump of bushes near the wa- 
ter tank on Pryor creek, and when the train 
stopped for water they boarded the engine one 
on either side and covered the astonished en- 
gineer and fireman with their revolvers, and 
explained to them their desigh of robbing the 
train. One ofthe robbers climbed into the 
tender, and from that point of vantage was 
master of the engine. The men in it were at 
his mercy and were 

COMPELLED TO OBEY HIS COMMANDS. * 

The other robber in the meantime had gone 
back to the express car and had uncoupled it 
from the rest of the train. Entering the car 
he intimidated the messenger by presenting a 
brace of revolvers at his head and ordering 
him to disarm himself. 

The messenger obeyed and the robber pos - 
sessed himself of the messenger’s weapons 
and then through a window called to his con- 
federate in the tender, 

“ALL RIGHT, LET HER GO.’’ 

The latter repeated his command to the en- 
gineer, who had ages todo but obey. He 
opened the throttle and the engine and ex- 
press car sped away from the train. Mesn- 
while the robber in the express car had not 
been idle. He compelled the messenger to 
open the safe by athreat of death, and to 
transfer the safe’s contents toalarge gunpny 
sack, which the robber had brought along to 
convey the bootyin. The messenger again 
obeyed. The robber then made a hasty exam- 
ination of the car to see that nothing valuable 
was overlooked, and giving a hasty signal to 
his confederate,’ the laijier =... 

ORDERED THE ENGINEBR TO.SLACK UP, 

This done, the robbers disembarked and 
made their escape inthe darkness. All this 
was done so quickly that the engine had pro- 
ceeded only a mile and a half from Pryor creek 
and the robbers had completed the robery and 
effected their escape before the surprised train- 
men knew what had occurred, o attempt 
was made to pursue the road agents,and the 
qnguate ran back to the creek, picked up his 
train and pursued his trip.

ONE FRIEND MURDERS ANOTHER 


The Tell-Tale Bloodstains Lead to the Dis 
covery ofthe Body and the Identifi- 
cation of the Murderer. 


Raeicn, N. C., November 25—[{Special.]— 
Yesterday J. P. Davis was arrested at Dan- 
ville, Va., aud tonight he was placed in jail at 
Hillsboro, Chatham county. He is charged 
with murder as foul as that of Eugene Aram. 

Davia lived in Chatham county, and had as 
@ companion K. D. Haughton. Both were 
young men, and slept in the same bedin a 
house whose. only other inmate was an aged 
and deaf woman. Haughton was. fond of 
visiting, and always put on good slothes when 
80 doing. Eee 
HAUGHTON IS MISSED, 

A week ago Haughton was, missing, Davis 
was questioned jn regard to: his: whereabouts, 
and said Haughton bad gone. to. a neighbor’s 
to.play the violin. A pillow. from the bed 
was also missing. A fragment of it was found: 
in the fire-place, the rest having been burned. 
Davis said Haughton had been reading with a 
lamp beside the.bed, and that. the pillow bad 
caught tire, whereupon he had thrown it in 
the fire-place. The absence of Haughton was 
stiJl unaccountable. Forty-eight hours passed, 
and he did not appear. It was found that his 
best clothes, which, as stated, he always wore 
when visiting. were in the room. The river 
near by was dragged, and systematic search 
begun, 

THE FATAL BLOODSTAIN. 

A keen-eyed man found the marks of buggy 
wheels, half obliterated by the rain, and a 
wheelbarrow with blood upon it. It was found 
that the wheelbarrow had been rolled froma 
window of the room which Davis and Haugh-~ 
ton occupied. The wheel tracks were traced 
from the rear of the house to a tobacco barn 
some distance away. This led to a careful 
search of the barn, in which were five thousand 
pounds of tobacco, piled up on planks. Under 
these planks was found freshly disturbed 
earth. At a depth of two feet digging revealed 
Haughton’s body, laid on ité face, and attired 
in everyday clothing. 

An examination showed that there had been 
murder, caused by a terrible blow upon the 
head with some heavy instrument. A 
few hours before the finding of 
the body, some 

BLOOP WAS FOUND 

under the bed, and Davis was questioned and 
was told that if Haughton was not found it 
would be believed that he had murdered him. 
After the discovery of the body it was found 
that Davis had fled. It was discovered that 
on the night the murder was committed, 
Haughton and Davis slept together in 
their room on the second floor of the 
house, and that the old woman had 
locked the front door. She knew nothing 
more. The conjecture is that Davis, after hav- 
ing killed Haughton, rolled the body to the win- 
dow and threw the body out, then went down, 

laced it in the wheelbarrow, rolled it. to the 
Gaeey and carried it in the buggy to the barn.

The presumed cause of this murder of a 
friend and companion was Davis’s desire to be- 
come the possessor of a quantity of cotton 
which Haughton owned.

4N ORDER FOR THE HOLDING OF 
EXAMINATIONS FOR TEACHERS. 


State Schovl Commissioner Hook Issues An 
interesting Letter—The Money Which 
the Schools Will Have. 


On January 2d, 3d and 4th the examinations 
of would-be teachers wil) be held in Georgia. 

State School Commissioner Hook has fixed 
the dates, and in a circular letter to the county 
school commissioners he gives information 
concerning these examinations. 

Applicants for teachers’ licenses will be in- 
formed of the arrangements for the examina- 
tion through the paper most generally taken 
in the county, for itis in that that the com- 
missioners are directed to advertise for at least 
fifteen days. 

In counties not having dense population, the 
examinations aré to be held on the first of the 
days here named. 

Judge Hook calls. attention to charges that 
have been made in the past that licenses kave 
in some instances been obtained by unfair 
means, but he does not believe that this has hap- 
pened often. ‘‘And surely,’’ he adds, “‘if any 
teacher is ever found guilty of the charge, not 
only will his license be revoked as soon as_ the 
proof convicting him is produced, but he will 
be forever tabooed by the honorable fraternity 
of which he has thus shown himself to be an 
unworthy member.”’ 

It is recommended that examinations begin 
at 8o'clock in the morning and continue until 8 
at night,if this latter part be necessary,to enable 
applicants to complete their replies. When 
the questions are sent out from the state school 
commissioner's office, additional instructions 
will be sent. 

As to the suspicion which Judge Hook had 
that questions had been stolen from 
his ofiice in the past, the says that 
he has not proof to convict, but he urges upon 
all commissioners to be on the alert to detect 
anything oe to show improper obtain- 
ment of knowledge of the questions prior to 
examinations, 

Judge Hook then calls attention to two 
amendments to the general school law passed 
by the last legislature. 

The first ot these amendments seeks to re- 
store the district trustee feature of the old law 
which was repealed by the Denny law. Judge 
Hook fears that in future their may be friction 
between the trustees and the board of educa- 
tion. The law, however, will not go into 
effect unless the county boards see fit to elect 
trustees. 

The second amendment Judge Hook thinks 
highly of as it will tend to put more children 
inthe schools. Instead of requiring twenty- 
five scholars for additional svhools under 
Senator Bradwell’s bill only ten will be re- 
quired. 

He pays a high tribute to the legislature 
which has just completed its labors, especially 
indorsing the educational tax. He points out 
the great benefits to be derived from this, and 
shows that it will be hardship upon nobody. 

The following statement indicating the fund 
which the department of education will have 
at its disposal for the ensuing year:

Explaining this taking away of the fertilizer 
inspection iees, Commissioner Hook says: 

It was thought best by the legislature to relieve 
the farmers from the large fees for the inspection 
of fertilizers they have heretofore been paying, and 
hence the bill reducing the fees from fifty cents to 
ten cents per ton. Certainly no people, or class of 
people, have sutfered more, 2s a class, than our far- 
mers, and I em the iast man that would say 
& word against anv rellef extended to 
them. It must by no means, however, be assufred,; 
as proved, that the fertilizer inspection fee comes 
outof the farmers’ pocket iustead of that. of the 
manuisciurcs, Yet even admitting this, it may be 
a question whether the farmers, as a class, will be 
as much benefited by the relief from the féftilizer 
fees, which were comparatively small to the indi- 
vidual farmer, as fheir children will be injured by 
diverting the amount, which was considerabie in 
the aggregate, from their education. 

You are aware that under Judge Hall's amend- 
ment to the general tax law, the taxes on all tax- 
able property in the state in excess of $360,000,000 
were appropriated to the common sciliools. The 
comptroller general kindly furnished me witha 
statement showing that the excess was this year 
$20,000,000; the expense of collecting the tax on this 
amouat being deducted, gave us, for this year, $50,- 
635.93, bul the returns came in too late for us to put 
it in this year’s fund and heip to pay the four 
months’ teachers of this year, as I had hoped to do. 
But we will have this amount added in next year’s 
fund, and the same amount at least from next 
year’s tax from this same source, So, if we did fail 
to get itin time for this year’s use, we will have 
G.uble the amount for next year’s use. I bave 
staied the probable amount on next year’s in- 
come from this source at $70,000; this is a reason- 
able calculation, in view of the fact stated to me by 
the honorable comptroller general, that the in- 
crease of taxable property may be said to have been 
on an average, for many years past, about $10,000, - 
000 per annum. 

Thus, we see, I may safely rely on being able to 
have from this source at least as much as I was en- 
titled to this year to go into the general school 
fund, and tous Judge Hall's ameudment will net 
to the school fund next year $101,271 86. 
Of course, as to what the amount will actually be for 
next vear—how much larger—we canuot tell until 
late in the year, and it may bethat as to the 
amount over the sum of $50,635.93, which is due us 
on this year’s account, and will be certainly ac- 
corded us next year, we will have to wait until the 
following year of 1591. I hope not, but if we do, 
then the general footing up I have given above will 
have to be reduced by the difference between the 
certain amount, as already oeece and the sug- 
gested probable amount of $70,000. which would 
would make the total fund availiable for next year 
-$848, 596.02. 

This, lam happy to believe, will enable 7 to 
run four months schools in every county, and I sug- 

est that contracts with teachers be made accord- 
in ly for the ensuing year, 

n concluding, Judge Hook speaks of the 
glorious work of the legislature in furnishing 
@ normal and industrial school for white girls, 
and hopes that a larger appropriation will be 
made next year. Herefers to his advocacy 
of a “local option’’ law allowing towns, 
distriets or counties to establish school systems 
of their own and by a slight tax on their re- 
spective citizenships sufficiently supplement 
the publicgs funds to give them longer term 
schools, saying that no action wastaken upon 
his suggestions. Then he adds: 

Thus we are left tothe generosity and liberality 
of patrons to get school terms longer than the four 
months which the public fund will pay for. I am 
glad to know that some of the counties and dis- 
tricts in the state are extending the term in this 
most landable way. The feeling for education iu 
Georgia grows stronger every day, and I am grate- 
ful for the strong encoufagement and new impulse 
given to this great subject by the late legislature 
the earnest boards of education, and the schoo 
commissioners, as well as mauy intelligent teachers 
and patrous in all the counties. 

God is in it, aud let us all bow in deep reverence 
and grati:ude to him.

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Various Educational Views. 
Cardinal Gibbons in his new: book speaks 
ofour public school system as one of the 
“five great evils threatening the destruction 
of the republic.’’ 
This is strong language, but ex-President 
Hayes, only the other day, said to the 


prison reform congress at Nashville: 

“I believe that no education is complete—is what 
it should be for any son or daughter in America, of 
any condition in life—which does not fit the young 
to earn a living by the labor of their own hands. 
With this better education added to the present 
common schoo! and higher education, the ranks of 
crime wil! not be largely recruited from our schools 


and colleges.’’ 
Mr. Hayes did not definitely point out a 


remedy, but the Chicago Inter-Ocean uses 
his speech as a text for an editorial favor- 
ing denominational schools. The Chicago 
paper says that in England where crime is 
decreasing in proportion to the growth of 
population, a denominational system of 
schools prevails, and in other Protestant 
countries of Europe where the same system 
is on trial crime is making slower progress 
than in the United States. 

It will not do to hastily pick out a few 
statistics here and there, and jump to rash 
conclusions, but where there is so much 
smoke there must be some fire, and the al- 
leged imperfections of our educational sys- 
tem should receive the serious consideration 
of all thoughtful citizens. If our necess!- 
ties demand a system of denominational 
schools the people will find it out before 
very long. Just at present it may not be 
amiss to suggest that the lack of proper dis- 
cipline and moral training in thousands of 
homes has more to do with our increasing 
per centage of crime than our public school 
system.

Ramie Culture for the South. 

Mr. Jules Juvenet, who is an expert in 
ramie culture, recently read a paper on the 
subject before the Franklin Institute. What 
Mr. Juvenet says is of great importance to 
the farmoars in the south, for it is in this sec- 
tion that ramie culture must be carried on, 
It is likely, too, now that capitalists and 
manufacturers have become interested in 
the matter that the ramie industry will, be- 
fore many years, develop into a very import- 
ant one. 

Mr. Juvenet says that ramie is the 
richest of all plants, for it possesses 
wealth of growth, wealth of development, 
and wealth of finer. in ordinary light 
ground, with a little wattering now and then 
by rain or irrigation, no plant will grow so 
rapidly, no root will multiply more qnickly 
and produce more stalks; no vegetable fiber 
is handsomer, richer, or more silky than 
ramie. 

It is a perennial plant, and when once put 
in the ground it grows for over 
twenty years without replant- 
ing; giving, according to _ climate, 
two.and three crops a year; it is easy of cul- 
tivation, requiring a soil only clean and 
loose; it is plantedin straight rows, three 
feet apart, ina small, up-hill form; the 
plants must be kept very close in order to 
shoot forth straight stalks without any 
branches; it grows about like willow, an 
average of fifteen to twenty switches from 
six to eight and ten feet high, covered on 
the upper part with large green leaves, white 
underneath, 

Through its leaves ramie takes its nour- 
ishment from the ozone ofthe air. This 
developed part of nourishment of the plant, 
added to the large extensive ‘propensity of 
the mother-root, from which run horizont- 
ally and down a lot of rhizomes and small 
roots, explain the extraordinary vitality of 
the plant and its. three or four crops a year 
in some countries. 

The Chinese alone have, for a thousand 
years past, extensively cultivated the ramie 
plant; before them the Egyptians were 
shrouding their dead in magnificent winding 
eheets of ramie, which to this day are found 
in the bandages of their mummies. Asa 
textile, therefore, ramie is not precisely a 
new thing. 

Ramie was made known to Europoin 1803, 
by Professor Roseburgh, director of the bo- 
tanical garden of Caicutta. Mr. Juvenet 
says that the reason the industrial world has 
been so backward in taking hold practically 
of a plant capable of yielding such import- 
ant returns, is because machinery has been 
required to do the handiwork of the Chinese. 
No machine can do it at once practically; it 
requires machinery good for planters, en- 
abling mere separation of the crude bark of 
the stalks, leaving to industry and chemical 
agents the task of eliminating the gummy 
and resinous matters incasing the fiber. 

It is then not only a practical machine to 
peel the bark from the ramie stalks that is 
wanted, but also a cheap chemical process to 
dissolve the foreign matters around the

mosphere and water is needed. 

All this is very interesting. It remains to 
be said that whenever the manufacturers 
provide a market for ramie, the south stands 
ready to produce it. 


Mayor Glenn and the Gas Company.

Mayor Glenn is not going to make a mis- 
take, and he is determined to see if the city 
cannot protect its people from the ineffic- 
iency of a corporation that exists and grows 
only undér the city’s will, and by the city’s 
permission.

The governor of New York was admitted 
to the bar twenty-five years ago, and at once 
entered political life. 

Our contemporary surveys this list rather 
gloomily, and hints that men who are not 
professional lawyers would make very good 
governors, senators and members of the 
legislature. 

The Journal is right: A fair proportion 
of lawyers should be chosen to make and 
execute laws, but there is no sense in turn- 
ing over the entire country to them. 

It injures the popularity of the legal pro- 

fession to give it too many offices. When 
Napoleon returned from Egypt, and made 
himself practically dictator, he began work 
by saying: ‘‘Let us throw the lawyers into 
the river!’’ Hespoke to a lawyer-ridden 
country, and the masses rallied to his sup- 
port. : 
We must not be led into the mistake of 
turning nearly all the legislative and execu- 
tive offices over to any one class or profes- 
sion. Such a policy might not bring a 
Napoleon to the front, but it would cer- 
tainly produce other evils just as bad, or 
worse. 


Touching Up the North. 

Mrs. Rebecca Harding Davis has an arti- 
cle in a recent number of the Independent 
on ‘Our National Vanities,’’ in the course 
of which she touches one of the weak spots 
of New England. This weak spot is the 
nucleus of the myth that the pilgrim 
fathers came over here for the purpose of 
planting religious liberty on American soil, 
and that they succeeded; or, as the poet 
has it, that ‘‘they left unstained what here 
they found, freedom to warship God.”’ 

According to history, the pilgrim fathers 
were about as tough a lot as could be found 
anywhere. Inotead of planting religious 
liberty in New England, they founded a 
theological ‘‘combine,’’ and, between their 
bigotry and superstition, proceeded to make 
it particularly lively for all who refused to 
subscribe to the tenets held by the Puritan 
*‘combine.’’ 

If the innocent men and women whom 
the immediate descendants of the pilgrim 
fathers persecuted and hanged—if the Bap- 
tists, Episcopalians and Quakers whom 
they whipped at the cart’s-tail—could tell 
the story of their sufferings to the ears of 
this generation, we should have a pic- 
turesque idea of the beauties of religious 
liberty under the Puritans. If these peo- 
ple could speak, there would be no neces- 
sity of referring to the Indians who were 
shot and burned, “‘the smell of whose 
sizzling flesh,’’ as a godly pilgrim wrote, 
‘‘went up as a sweet savor to the nostrils of 
the Almighty.” 

Another point that Mrs. Davis touches 
on is the treatment of the negro at the 
north. It is true, she touches on this 
somewhat lightly, and fails to make the 
application that inevitably suggests itself, 
but her testimony in this matter corrobo- 
rates and strengthens that of others. At 
the north, Mrs. Davis says, the negroes 
who are trying to earn their living are 
balked at every turn, trampled under foot 
and thrust out of every trade and pro- 
fession. 

The fact that Mrs. Davis fails to refer to 
is that the north, with consummate hypoc- 
tisy, is continually howling with rage be- 
cause the south will not admit the negro to 
social equality nor turn their property and 
political interests over to his control. At 
the same time, the howlers are treating 
the negroes at the north worse than the 


Indians were ever treated.

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FROM CHURCH TO CHURCH 


REY. A. B. WARDLAW LEAVES THE 
METHODIST CHURCH 


And After Uniting Himself With the Pres- 
pyterian Church Will Be Ordained te Ex- 
pound the Calyinistic Doctrine. 


Rev. A. B. Wardlaw, pastor of the Park 
street Methodist church, West. End, has 
created quite a sensation in his charch. 

From the pulpit he renounced his Wesleyan 
creed, and announced his faith in the Calvin- 
istic doctrine. 

Than Dr. Woodlaw there is no brighter or 
promising minister in the south, and his change 
from the one church to the other was a sur- 
prise to every one who heard him, except two 

or three church officers who had been informed 
a ae or two ago that this step would be taken. 

He isa young gentleman of thorough educa- 
tion, a deep student and a careful, pleasing 
and entertaining speaker. 

Mr. Wardlaw comes from an old Scotch- 
Irish ancestry, who knew no charch but the 
Presbyterian up to the time of the present 
minister’s father. That gentleman, though 


born and reared a Presbyterian, entered the | 


Methodist ministry when quite young, and for 
fifty years has been expounding the doctrines 
of that church. His son felt that he, too, was 
called to the church when quite young, and at 
Princeton prepared himself for the work he 
has so faithfully and successfully carried-out. 
Naturally, he selected the same church as his 
father, and ten years ago began preaching in 
the seminary. In 1882, he was graduated from 
the theological seminary, and in a short time 
joined the Virginia conference. He was assigned 
to Richmond,j{Danville and Cu!pepper, and at 
pach place made a fine impression and gather- 
ed about him warm friends, who have since 
watched his successful career with great pride. 
In 1885 he left the Virginia conference and 
came to Georgia. The first two years he was 
in Augusta, and since then he has been in 


West End. 

Bat during all this time the young divine 
was at war with himself. 

The old family faith was fighting the creed 
to which only two of the name had ever clung. 

Two years ago or more he became satisfied 
that he could no longer do _ himself 
justice in the}Methodist church, and that it 
was his dutyto become a Presbyterian. This 
was just before the conference of ‘’87. He 
drew up his resignation, but Bishop McTier, 
who was then alive, insisted upon its with- 
drawal and Mr. Wardland came to West End. 
Day after day his conviction grew upon him 
and Sunday morning when he began his ser- 
mon his heart was heavy because he knew 
that he was about to leave the people he had 
learned to love. On Saturday he banded his 
resignation to one of the church officers and 
explained the sitution to him. Only those 
whom the official notified knew any 
thing of it, and when Mr. Wardlaw informed 
his congregation, surprise and profound regret 
were apparent upon every side. In speaking 
of the matter yesterday the doctor said: 

“If have considered the matter carefully, 
prayerfully for along time, and a long time 
ago I become satisfied that I ought tw be in the 
Presbyterian church. In fact, my training was 
in a Presbyterian school and one of the 
straightest in the world. I came from a family 
who have been Presbyterians for generations 
with the exceptions of myself and father.”’ 

“Will you attend the conference this week ?”’ 

“IT can’t say. If I can see the presiding 
elder here, and give him my resignation, I will 
not go. Otherwise, I suppose I will.”’ 

‘‘Have you any plans for the future ?’’ 

‘‘Nothing definite. Ihave conversed with 
Dr. Barnett and Dr. Strickler, and they both 
informed me that I was eligible to member- 
ship in the church and the presbytery. I shall 
connect myself with the Presbyterian church, 
and then Dr. Barnett will call a special meet- 
ing of the rage, faa for my benefit. I do not 
kuow what shall do yet, but I 
prefer remaining in Georgia, or going to Vir- 
ginia or South Carolina.”’ 

Dr. Wardlaw’s thorough education fits him 
for the new work, and in the church of his 
family he will prove, as be did in the Metho- 
dist. church, a strony, successful thinister. 


KILLED IN HIS FATHER’S SIGHT. 


A Little Boy Run Over and Killed by a Geor- 
gia Accommodation Train. 

Killed in sound of his father’s voice and 4al- 
most within reach of his hand! 

Such was the accident that happened to 
Fred Ewins, a thirteen-yeyr-old white boy, 
about half-past two yesterday afternoon. 

The accident happened near the Calhoun 
street culvert, on the Georgia railroad. 
Young Ewins is the son of Mr. F. M. Ewins, 
an engineer on the Georgia road,oanme of the 
oldest and best known running out of Atlanta. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Ewins brought his 
son to Atlanta, from Conyers, his home, to 
purchase him an overcoat. 

The little fellow was standing on the Geor- 
gia track, just beside his father’s engine, with 
his back turned toward the incoming accom- 
modation train. He did not hear the ap- 
proaching train, the engine of which was 
backing in. 

Mr. Ewins saw his son’s danger, as the en- 
gine was upon him, but it was too late, and 
the tender knocked him down before the 
words of warning reached the little fellow’s 
ear. 

Theengineer of the incoming accommoda- 
tion train did not notice the boy standing on 
the track, and was not aware that he had been 
run over until after the great wheels of his 
engine had ground him almost to pieces. The 
boy’s head and both arms were severed from 
his body, which was terribly mangled and 
bruised. 

His remains were carried to Swift’s under- 
taking establishment, where an inquest was 
held, but the verdict was reserved till today. 

Last night the body was robed for burial 
and sent to Conyers by the 11:15 train. Mr. 
Ewins was terribly shocked at the accident, 
and was taken home by friends soon after it 
occurred.

THE SALARY UF THE COUNCIL 
ee: DIsC rfsterag 


A Suggestion That the Pay of Chairmen of 
Certain Committees Be Increased—No 
Independent Candidates. 


The salary of the members of the general 
council now serving is $200 a year, and the 
law requires that the amount shall be fixed 
before the members are elected, and that it 
shall not be changed during their term of 
office, 

That has been the law ana the pay for years. 
But there is liable to be a change after 
January lst next. 

During a recent session of the general coun- 
cil Mr. Amorous, one of the retiring members, 
introduced'‘an ordinance fixing the pay of the 
members who 
$500, The resolution caused a broad smile to 
move around the circle, and it was referred to 
the committee on salaries, where it will mére 
than likely be strangled. 

The resolution, however, has caused the 
members of the council to begin talking about 
the pay they receive. It is universally con- 
ceded that the pay is wholly inadequate to the 
work some of the members perform. The 
chairman of the street committee. the chair . 
man of the sewer committee, the chairman of 
the light committee, and one or two others, do 
more work than any half dozen other mem- 
bers of the council. And yet they receive just 
the same pay. 

Than the chairman of the street committee, 
no man has more to do when his work is prop - 
erly done. He is compelled to give up his 
time without stint, and to visit and inspect 
every locality where work is wanted. 

The knowledge of this by the members has 
caused a suggestion that the law be changed 
so as to allow the chairman of the committees 
doirg the hard work $400 and $500, the other 
members remaining the same. The change, 
however, has taken no definite shape, but it is 
likely the salary committee wil! give it a care- 
ful consideration. 

The only objection urged to the change is 
the unenviable position in which it would 
place the mayor when he begins to form his 
standing committees. The chairmanship of 
two or three committees would be away above 
par, and the mayor might find himself be- 
sieged with friends of aspirants. 

A January Election. 

The first meeting of the general council of 
1890 will take place the first Monday in Jan- 
uary and on that day there will bean election 
for commissioner of public works. 

Mr. Mahoney’s time expires. 

For two or three terms past Mr. Mahoney 
has had no opposition but this time he will 
find the vote split. Mr. John Berkele, who 
was a member of the board. of street commis- 
sioners before that body was dissolved, is in 
the race for the place. Both gentlemen are 
working industriously and the holding over 
members and those who are to be elected next 
week are finding themselves quite popular.

NEW YORK STOCKS 


Btooks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


New York, November 25.—The stock mar- 
ket was only fairly active today, and remained 
weak and declining almost throughout the session, 
though fluctuations in the regular list were confined 
to small fractions asa rule and final changes are 
very irregular. The influence of the good bank 
statement of Saturday, together with improved 
feeling in London on Americah stocks, was 
seen at the opening, which was generaily at 
small fractions better than  Saturday’s 
closing price. There was considerable realizing in 
trusts to lead off with, and under lead of sugar re- 
fineries they were all materially lower before noon, 
Among the specialties there were also marked 
movements in a downward direction, and San 


Francisco preferred and Denver, Texas and Fort 


Worth each ran off over one percent. The general 
list was very little affected by these movements, 
owing to continued, though moderate, purchase by 
London houses. 

Richmond and West Point, however, developed 
the most pronounced weakness, and dropped off 
pverl percent. The foature of theday was then 
developed, which was the heavy selling of Atchi- 
gon. This was donein the faceof the announce- 
ment of the success of rcorganization made Sature 
Gay, but there seemed to be parties who have 
been waiting for such an announcement 
in order to dispose of their load of stock at an ad- 
vantage. These sales were, of course, supple- 
mented by free offerings on the part of the bears 
and traders, and the decline in stock was not

Mayor's OFFICE, November 25, 1889.—To the 
Members of the Gencral Council: My objeet in call- 
ing you together this afternoon, is for the purpose of 
cousidering the advisability of amending the regis- 
tration ordivauce by requiring the offices to be kept 
open until Seyen o'clock p, m, A large pertion of 
our voling population cannot leave their work be- 
fore six o clock, and these offices should remain 
open to aliow them to register without losing time 
irum their work. 

And now while you are in session, 1 deem it my 
duty toca!l your ‘attention to amother matter of 
great imporiance to the people of Atlanta, and tg, 
suggest that you take such action as will pro- 
tect them irom an imposition. I allude to the al- 
most worthless cuality of the gas which is now be- 
ing supplied to our people. 

Whenever the state of Georgia granhts a charter 
giving a gas company the great privilege of digging 
up the streets of a cily at its wiil, and laying pipes 
for the purpose of supp:ying gas to consumers at 
large profits to the company, a corresponding duty 
arises on the partof the company to supply to the 
people gas of good quality suitable for the usesdfor 
which itisintended. If the company fails to.dis- 
charge its duty in this respect, I cannot believe that 
the people are withouta remedy. It may be, and 
probably is, their right to have the charter forfeited 
under the law and tagzen-away from a. company 
which proves itself unworthy to ~%éid it. 
Certainly the city of Atlanta can forbid the digging 
up of its streets and the laying of pipes to furnish 
such gas as the people have been receiving in the 
last ew months, I suggest that you refer this mat- 
ter io an appropriate committee and the cily attor- 
ney ioinvestigate it thoroughly and report the 
most effective iemedy thatcan be applied to the 
evil complained ot. While making this investiga- 
tion it might be profitable to inquire by what law 
the two gas companies were consolidated and what 
rights acerue uader this..cousali te the gas 
company and to the public, 

On the 18th day of tnis month 1 issued an order to 
the chief of police toenforce the ordinance regu~ 
lating the speed of street cars within the city. I 
did this at the request of many good citizens, who 
reported that at times the cars would run at a speed 
ranging from ten totwenty milesan hour. A large 
number of our citizens believe that the cars should 
be allowed a greater speed than the ordinance at 
present gives them, and I suggest that vou consider 
this matter also.

THE NEW PHARMACY LAWS. 


Amendments of Importance Passed by the 
Legislature, 

Hereafter applicants for Pharmacy licenses 
will have to undergo strict examination by the 
state pharmaceutical board. 

That is, those who cannot show diplomas 
from some regularly chartered school of phar- 
macy, will be’ subjected to examination, no 
matter how long they have been in the busi- 
ness. An applicant may have been connected 
with @ pharmacy or drug store any length of 
time, but unless he undergoes the prescribed 
examina tion, he cannot secure a license aa an 


| authorized pharmacist. 


Under the law, before it was amended by the 
last general assembly, licenses were grapted 
promiscucusly to any person who had served 
an apprenticeship of ten years, whether under 
a licensad permit or not. ; 

The new law does away with that entirely, 
however, and hereafter only those who have 
received diplomas in chemistry, or who can 
stand examination by the board of pharma- 
ciats, will be permitte by the state to engage 
in thé rofession-of drugs. Regular g ates 
of medicine also come under this law. 
holds thata physician is no more entitled; to 
practice pharmacy, without making ita special 
study, than.a lawyer has to practice medicine. 

‘This amendment is one of great importance 
to the profession,’’ sasd Dr. eo. Schumann 
when questioned about the effect of the new 
law upon the granting of license. “Furmerly, 
if a man could prove that he had served ten 
years in a drug store, without saying what the 
capacity of his employment, he was just as 
much entitled toa license as one who. had 
taken a course and received his. diploma at a 
regular institute of pharmaey. Then doctors, 
who didn’t know common bark from rhubarb, 
bad in the eye of the law, competent chem- 

sis 

‘Now the profession of pharmacy is a re- 
sponsible and important one; and incompeten- 
cy may result in disastrous consequences.”’ 

‘“Are there any other amendments of impor- 
tance in the law ?”’ 

‘Yes, another important change is in the 
clause relative to adulterated drugs. Hereto- 
fore it has been necessary to prove the actual 
Victiin of the adulterajion. Now it isa mis- 
demeanor, for a pharmacist to: bave in his 
mney anywhere in hisstore, drugs that 

mave been weakened or adulterated. If the 
board should suspect a house of handling 
drugs that had been tampered with, it can,,on 
purchasing through a decoy channel, samples 
of the suspectedéarticles, convict the sellers. 
This amendment will: go far toward doing 
away with adulterated drugs, as it makes 
proof of the cheat comparatively easy.” 

The amendments to the pharmacy laws were 
due-to the efforts of the State Pharmaceutic 
board and the Georgia Pharmaceutical society. 
Several other minor changes were made, but 
those mentioned are of greatest interest. 

‘* We still Jack somethiug of a-perfect law,’’ 
concluded Dr. Schumann, “ but forthe present 
I think we are about as far in advance as any 
of our sister states. We will have-to wait 
awhile longer before any further steps are ta- 
ken, but the pharmacists will keep at it until 
the laws are as near perfect as possible.”

District Superintendent Cole and Manager 
Gentry Have a Word to Say—Telephone, 
Electric Light, Electric Raliroad Wires- 


The telephone talks. 

Or rather the telephone managers talk for it. 

Here is the Exchange side of the telephone queés- 
tion, which is now perplexing the people of At- 
lanta toa greater or less extent—the answer to 
some of the “grumbles” which have appeared in 
the papers. » 

That there were two sides to og question, and 
that the efficient gentlemen high in authority in 
the company had some good reason for the troubles 
which have exi and still exist, nobody who has 
looked into the redo has doubted. 

Their explanation shows that they have probably 
been more sinned against than sinning ; and above 
all things, this state of affairs demonstrates the ne- 
cessity of a city electrician. 

District Superintendent W, J. Cole was asked for 
an explanation of the troubles, 

“The complaint,’ said he “does not apply to 
Atlanta alone, but seems to be general or scattered 
elioverthe country. Until very recently we had 
but little complaint from subscribers in Atlanta. 
While the telephone exchange has grown but Little 
in the past two years, interfering influences have 
multiplied very rapidly. The immense growth of 
the electric light system here, and the fact that the 
electric light people have in some instances failed 
to run metallic circuits on each separate route, 
causes the induction on the wires 
at night, and renders it difficult to 
talk and make it much harder for the operators to 
distinguish the numbers called. The electric light 
plant here two yoarsago wash small affairin the 
center of town, and now it spreads over the entire 
city, being on almost every street. This trouble is 
the worst one we have to deal with at present.’’ 

“Is there noremedy for this?” 

“Yes, there are several remedies that will partly 
relieve it. If the electric light company would 
bring their return wire back to the station, on each 


the outgoing wire, the inductive effects would be 
neutralized, and their currents would then effect 
the telephones very much less. This is required by 
law in some cities and in others the ordinance 
granting permission to run wires states that it shall 
be done this way. 

“The induction from electric street railroad wires 
has injured the telephone service much in some 
cities, and if the system is extended here 
as now seems probable, we shall have 
much trouble from that source. It is 
just. as important to a largo, prosperous 
city to have aquick and satisfuctory telephone ser- 
vice a8 it is to have rapid transit, or other improve- 
ments, and the city should require the construction 
ofall wiresin such a manner as to interfere with 
other wires as little as possible. This company does 
not propose to throw any obstaclesin the way of 
progress, butat the same time we think there is 
room for all and without interference to each other. 

“The street railroads using electricity in Cincin- 
nati are required to adopt the double trolley sys~ 
tem, that is two power wires, and two trolleys in- 
stead of one, The Thompson- Houston company 
supplies one and the Daft comany the other. There 
lines interfere very litte, if any, with the telephone 
service, as the current ofeleciricily returns to the 
station through the second wire and does not touch 
the ground at all. The two wires being paralie), 
the inductive force of one is neutralized by the 
other. It is also said to be more economical in op- 
eration than the other.” 

Manager Gentry said he had a full corps of opera- 
tors, iinemen and inspectors. That their wages 
would probably average better than the employes 
of any other enterprise in the city with as many 
employees, and that he requiredthem to be polite 
and attentive. That every complaint from a sub- 
scriber received prompt investigation and atten- 
tion, and it was his earnest desire to have every 
sub-criber entirely satisfied with his telephone. He 
requests that patrons do not go into print witn their 
complaints untilthey have at least given him a 
chance toremedy them, Other newspapers copy 
these items and use them against the city of At- 
lanta. 

“What are you doing to remedy the induction 
noises at night?"’ was asked. 

Superintendent Coie replied that he was doing all 
that he could to induce strong current companies 
to so construct their lines asto avoid interference 
with the telephone wires and which he _ trusted if 
done would relieve most of the trouble with the 
telephone wires. Subscribers can feel sure that 


their interests will not be neglected or the matter 
delayed a moment longer thanis absolutely neces - 


sary. 

The matter of ou(side construction of wires wore 
now before the street committee, and they would 
no doubt give the matter serious considerations and 
a. any reasonable chauges made to benefit

“The telephone company,"’ he concluded, ‘thas 
always endeavored to comply with all ordinances, 
and to aid the @ity of Atianta in every manner pos- 
sible, knowing that anythins that helped Atlanta 
necessary helped us. We ask the subscribers to fol- 
low their rules carefully and answer their bills 
ey, and report promptly to the manager any 
troubles they may have, and be assured that the 
telephone company will do all in.their power to 
mere their service as perfect as conditions will per- 
mit.’
